OmoAoo, July 20. —The reoont order 
of President Oorbin, of the Beading 
railroad, in which he aaja that no man 
will be employed In this mining proper- 
ties re<;ently acqnired by the railroad 
company, if ho \mi a memlier of any 
labor organization other than those 
strictly limited to purjxjses of benevo- 
lence and insurance has aroused the in- 
dignation of the Knights of Labor. 
Powderly says of it: 

"We take a great deal of comfort from 
the faot that a recent decision of the 
courts in a suit i^inst the .\Iissouri 
Pacific railroad has established the 
prinoiple that a railroad company, as a 
oommon oarrier, oannot, under its char- 
ter, own and operate minea or proi)ertie8 
eontigmma to ite road. In Pennsyl- 
vania there is a constitutional prohibi- 
tion of this very thing, and since Fresi- 
dent Corbiu lias issued such an arbi- 
ordei', which anyone can see is 
very far-reaching in its results aud 
aimed at the aerknia abridgement of the 
reasonable exercise of personal liberty, 
we propose to see whether the courts of 
the steto of Pennsylvania will not fairly 
construe the steto constitutional pro- 
vision aiul seoure to the oitixen bis free- 
dom of action in such a atriotly personal 
privilege. ' ' 

In reference to this subject Mr. Pow- 
derly has i.ssued a letter to members of the 
Pennsylvania assemblies and all thoae 
interested, in which, after reciting some 
facto about the Molly ICaguire orgoni/u- 
tiou of fourteen vears ago, he takes the 
following groimd on the present trouble.
